Quictly, like an hourglass filling with sand. the mammoth 
income tax trial of Detroit’s best known Mafia figure, Anthony 
(Tony Jack) Gaicalone, is drawing to a close this week in U.S. 
District Court. 
More than 200 witnesses and 3,500 exhibits have been intro- 
eis by federal prosecutors since Giacalone’s trial began Oct. 
It has been, for the most part, a solitary affair attracting 
little attention. The Swainson trial and the Hoffa investigation 
have drawn more interest — and even Giacalone, during re- 
cesses, stopped by these events to kibitz. He is a tall, sun- 
tanned, elegantly dressed man who, in the early weeks of his 
own trial, never wore the same suit twice...“ 


FOR MONTHS, witnesses in the tax trial have been atoning 
on about expenditures as miniscule as Giacalone’s $8 subscrip- 
tion to Gentleman s Quarterly magazine or as mundane as his 
children’s doctor’s bill.
